said ineluRtic material. In one form of 
the invention we pioride a length of cord 
one end of which may be connected to a 
prongs or staka that' can be pnahed or 
diiven into the gronnd whilst the other 
end . is conflicted to a golf ball. Inters 
mediate th^ ends of the cord a rubber 
sband may be arranged transveisely to 
the aforesaid cord and having a loop pre- 
ferably of metal through which the afor&> 
said cord can estesd* Each end of the 
rubber atxwid may be provided with 
stakes which can also be pushed or driven 
into the groond. The rubber strand when 
m position may be pulled taut preferably 
due to the urovision of means far adjusi- 
uiff the rubber strand between the stakes. 
As aforesaid the cord and the rubber 
strand are arranifed at right angles to due 
anoUier tbe pomt of conn.ecton of the 
rublMir to the cord being preferably dis- 
posed nearer to the ball than the 
anchored «id of th« cord. The position 
to which the baU is returned after bainff 
struck indicates irfiether the ball has be^ 
cleanly hit or whether it has been 
/^Jfulled" or "Zsled!?^ 
^istead of stafaDg the ends of the rubber 
stroad and the end of the cord these ends 
may be attached to weights to enaUa the 
appliance \o be used where it is not pos- 
sible to use stakes. In order securely to 
attach the of the rubber to the 
stakes or weights whilst at the same time 
to nermit the length of the rubber strand 
to be vanM it is preferred to employ a 
piece or strip of leather or mnilar 
inatenal which can be looped around the 
stake » around a projection on the 
jraghta the enda^ of .the rubber being 
tkreadwl thioui^h for example four hd^ 
disposed in the contacting ends of tbe 
leather striu or the likoT^This arrange^ 
m«nt provides a secure attachment for the 
rubber whilst at the same time i>eimit.

pnmded with a view to indicating the 
jS apparent length of drive. States or pegs 
or weights ma^r be provided for anchoring 
the appliance in. petition or altemativelj 
the appHance may be associated witii a 
• frame which is preferably eoll^aible and 
20 which can be enxpported for example on 
the floor of a room 

In order that the said invention may 
be clearly miderstood and readily earned 
into effect the same will now Da xnore 
25 folly doOTbed with reference to the 
accompanying drawings, in which >— 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of one 
form of the invention for use as a golf 
practising appliance; and 
30 , Figure 2 is a furtilier form of the 
invantioiL ; 

In Figure 1 the reference nnmeral 3 
indicates a golf ball havinff a staple 4 
to which is attached a length of inua^tio 
^ material 5 ffach as cord or ?trin^ Ilie 
end of the inelastic material 5 remote 
" from the ball 3 is adapted to be andbiored 
to the ground for which pppoee a stake 
or staple 6 is ponrrided. The stake 6 has 
4Q a piece or stnf of leather or similar 
material 7 which is looped around the 
stake 6 the end of the cord 5 being 
threaded as shown throug^h four holes dis- 
posed in the contacting ends of the 
45 leather atrip 7. This arrangement pro- 
vides a secure attachment for the end of 
the cord 6 whilst at the same time permit* 
tin^ the activie length of the cord to be 
varied according to requirements. The 
50 elastic controlling device as shown com- 
prises a length, ol elastic materisl 8 such 
as rubber connected to and estmding 
transverseb^to the cord 5 and ^Eposed 
intermediate the ball 8 and the ancnored 
55 end of the cord. The ends of the elastic 
material 8 a^e anchored by means of 
stakes 9 each stake being provided with 
a piece or strip of leather or similar 
material lO. The free ends of the elastic 
QQ material 8 are threaded througji holes in 
the strips 10 to enable the active length 
of elastic material 6 to be varied and to 
provide a secnre connection between the 
ends of the elastic material and the stakes 
65 9« The e^srtic material 8 is connected to 



the cord 6 by means ol a device compris- 
ihga loop 11 surrounding the elastic 
material 8 and anothez loop 12 arranged 
2t right angles to the loop 11 and sor- 
rounding the' cord 5 the arrangonent 70 . 
being such that the cord 5 cut move alcmg 
the elastic material 8. 

In the operation d the improved 
appliance the ball .3 is hit in the dkro- 
tion of the anchor&l end of the cord 6 75 
with fhe result that soma propc^on of 
the inertia of the stxuok ball is dissiuated 
in Uftxng the cord 5 (which normaOy ia 
uut and lies along the ground) and mien 
the ball passes the point xrf connection of 80 
the cord 5 to the elastic material 8 fhe 
remaining^ inertia of the ball is expended 
in tensioning the elastio matarial 8 which 
serves to mum the ball to its original 
position. It will he aroreoiated that the 3r> 
ball cannot be retnmea b^nmd the posi- ' 
tion detemtined by the effective length 
of the said cord 5; thus a^aonun^ ihatthe' 
ball is hit from the position m which 
the cord 5 is taut as uown in Kgure 1 
the ball cannot return to a posilion 
bejond that from which it w&a hit%reby 
eliminating the possibili^ of the £ll in 
its return striMn^ the idayer. The 
-position to which the baU is 05 
Tetnmed after ■ being struck i<>^ Hc ft tpft 
whether the ball hasbeen deenly hit or 
whether it has b^ " sliced V V pulled " 
or " foozled/' If desired the appliance 
may be associated with means for indicat- 100 
in^ the apparent length of drive. For 
this purpose a strip of ffarible material 
such as tape 11 may be arranged to lie 
beneath tiie cord 5 between elastic 
material 8 and the stake 6. Tha tape U 105 
is graduated as shown and a slidaUy 
arranged bead or ball 11^ is arranged on 
iha cord Gu When fte baU is stru^ the 
cord 5 is lifted and the bead 11*^ travels 
along the cord to an extent depending on i^O 
the force of drive. 

Instead of ^ staking the ends of the 
elastic material 8 and the end of the cord 
•5 these ends may be attached to weights 
to enable the appliance to be used v^ere 115 
it is not posBible to drive in 8tak». 

Instead of using stakes or weights as 
aforesaid the cora and the rubber strip 
"8 may be connected to a wooden frame or 
a frame made of other suitahla mA4r<w7a^ • 120 
such an STrangemsnt is disclosed in 
Figore 2« Tk.& frame as shown cooi^irisee 
three arms 13« 14 and The cord 5 
is attached to tha end of the arm 15 at 
the point 16 and the length of rubber or 125 
ihe l&e 8 ia conneeted between the two 
arms 1-3 and 14 at tlte pdats 17 and 18 
reapectively. The cord 6 as shown lies. 
along the length of Uie arm 15 the three 
arms being arranged at 120^ relatiTBly ^0 
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secured to the ball mav libswise l» pro- 
vided mOi bqcIl a cozistrQcdaa of attacli- 
ment. It will of coarse be appreciated 
that the ball may be pnmdea vitk* a 
5 stsmDs or other soitabla device to wbicb 
a leatber strip or the- lite caa be caor 
nected. It desired, imftead of utilisinff 
stakes or veigbta as afor^aid the cord 
and tka rabber may be connected to a 

10 wooden "frame or a frame made* of otiLsr 
suitable materiaL Por example^ tbe> 
fraane may com|niaa three arms to the 
^id 'of ona of which one end of the cord 
may be connected whilst to the ends of 

15 the otheET two arms the ends of the length 
of elastic material may be connected. 
The cord is preferably arranged to lie 
along &e length of one of the said arras 
the otheiT two arms tefny disposed at 

20 such angles to the aforesaid arm that the 
elastic material is arranged at ri^ht 
angles to the cord but oat of contact with 
the said arms to which it is connected. 
For example, the three arms jnaj be 

23 arranged at 120° relatively to each other. 
Tbe arms of the said frame are preferably 
hingedly or otherwise suitably connected 
together to enable the -frame to occupy 
a minimum amount of space when not 

3Q required for use and preferably to enable 
it TO be packed in a golf bag. 



If desired, in order to indirate the 
length of drive a measuring device nmy 
be employed ; for example, the arm along 
whkh the said cord Ii& may be cali* 35 
brated and a bead or ball may be threaded 
on to tiie cord which slides olon^ the cord 
when the ball is struck the posatixm of the 
bead or ball relatively to me oaHfarations 
on the arms serving to indicate &e 40 
lenffth of drive. 

Tns^ metal loop aforesaid vrhith is 
adapted to connect the length of cord to 
the clastic material preferably comprises 
a pair of loops ammged in planes at 45 
riglit angles to one onotiier the loop 
tiuough which the elitstie material is 
adapted to pass preferably, being some- 
what elouffated. 

Althoupi the invention has been de- 60 
scribed above as applied to a golf practis- 
ing appliance it is to be understood that 
the invention may be apnlied to games 
oar to other practising apijliances such as 
those employed for practising tenni3. 55

Ibis invention relates to apjpliance^ for 
usfr* in practising or playmg games; 
Several forms of solf practising 

70 appEancea are known and in one of these 
prmr arrangements a golf ball was con- 
nected by a leai^th ox cord or the lihe 
to a length of rubber tiie latter being for 
the purpose of returning the ball to tiie 

75 nlajer after the ball had been struck. 
This prior proposal is not, howeror. a 
satisfactory anangemant since there is a 
possibilitv on Tsbound of the ball of the 
latter striktnir Ae pli^^. 

80 , It is the chief olject of the present 
isvention to proride an improved 



^pliance with a view to orercaming this 
dmdvantage. 

According to the invention the 
appliance comprises a golf or equivalent 85 
ball attached to one end of a length of 
fleadbla inelastie material such as cord 
or string the other. end of which in u^ 
is anchored to a flzecT^bint an elastic 
controlling device being provided whidL qq 
is adaptea to return the ball to a player 
but not to a position beyond ihat deter- 
niined by the eftcttve length of the in-* 
elastic material. The controlling device 
preferably comprises a l^gth of rubber ^ 
connected and ertPudiTig transversdy to 
the inelastic material and di^osed inters 
mediate the baD and tf^ ^ anchored end 
of the inelastic material the ends of the 
lengthy of Tubb«r also being anchoi^ed in 100 
use. Whan using the applianoe the 
flBziUe inelastic material is fmt and lies 
a^n^ the ground and when the baQ is 
hit* tiie daimo controlling device is ten- 
sioned and serves to return the boll to 
the player but not to a posxtion beyond 
that determined 1^ the length f the in- 
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
